A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, a hundred years 
ago the Assembly of Lower 
Canada passed an act to with- 
draw the right of voting from 
women, properly qualified, which 
had existed for many years. 

The ostensible reason was the 
same as now put forward by 
those in 1934 opposing the grant- 
ing of the franchise to women in 
provincial elections, that woman's 
place was in the home and that 
voting caused them to be en- 
mired in the dirt of politics. But 
the anti-feminists of 1834 did not 
succeed, The act was reserved for 
the royal assent and the colonial 
office declined to recommend that 
assent. As a result women prop- 
erty owners in Lower Canada 
remained on an equal footing 
with men until 1849. Then they 
lost the vote, never to recover it 
though they can now use the bal- 
lot in federal elections and in 
municipal elections when qual- 
ified as to property. 

That disfranchisement came as 
the result of the passage of an 
elections act by the parliament of
